Possibly the people of New York 
may be induced by dint of advertising to wor- 
sbip the ‘*‘divine’’ but immoral Sarah as zeal- 
ously as did the Prince of Wales and the 
English bishops and statesmen, but it is not 
probable. On the whole, our people approve 
of marriage as a social institution, and event- 
ually frown down the Beechers, Bernbardts 
and Brigham Youngs who venture to disturb 
the matrimonial symmetry of things. 

Mrs. Lincoln is a woman to be pitied. 
Born in an bumble station of life, she 
utterly failed to keep pace with the growing 
greatness of her husband, and when he went 
to the White House in the dignity of his 
weighty, personal and political sorrows, she 
was simpiy a buckstering Western woman 
who found ber grestest delight in going 
around Washingten to cheapen state dinners. 
As I write, an odd remembrance of the lady 
comes back to me. In 1862, I came from 
Richmond a paroled prisoner of war and 
called at the White House by appointment at 
So’clock in the morning. Captain Watts, 
then the major domo of the mansion, received 
me, and we were taking a quiet sip of Scotch 
whisky together upstairs, when an excited 
footman came rushing in and cried, ‘*Cap’n, 
the old woman wants vou.“ All 
right,“ said Watts placidiy. Ten seconds af- 
ter the door opened again with ‘‘I tell you 
the old woman wants you. She’sraisirg h—1 
down stairs!’? Such was the domestic life of 
a President, and Mrs. Lincoln, unfortunately 
for herself, bas as little respect shown to her 
pow asin the days of her greatest social 
prominence. J. F. M. 


The Russian Lord High Admiral. 
From the London Truth. 


The Grand Duke Constantine is a maritime 
Chesterfield. He has a ready compliment for 
every one who approaches him in society, and 
has a good deal of light chit-chat for all sorts 
of persons. Butin private his speech is curt, 
and he deals in those expletives without which 
the sailor’s vocabulary would be incomplete. 
The Grand Duke was married when young to 
the handsomest princess in Germany—a bless- 
ing he never much valued. He travels abroad 
by himself, and the Grand Duchess Constan- 
tine by herself. Constantine has navigated 
and ciscumnavigated a good deal as an officer 
of the Rursian navy, of which‘he is now High 
Admiral. As he grows elderly he stiffens and 
shows hereditary pipe-clas. His carriage 
has the bolt upright stiffness of the Prussian 
ofticer, and his trousers fitas if held down 
With straps. His trunk is clothed in a kind 
of naval pea-jacket. His step is, for 
so tall a man, curiously mincing, 
It is a dancing-master’s step, and 
enables him rapidly and without faticue to 
cover a dea of ground. At St. Petersburg 
this illustrious friend of M. Emile de Girar- 
din bas been often accused, behind his back. 
of harboring schemes toe ambitious to be 
righteous. These accusations must havefound 
theirwavtohim. The Czar has an ennuye 
look, and gives the impression of aman who 
vever bad a friend who was not a valet. Con- 
stantine looks as though he felt himself watch- 
ed by spies, and glances about without turn- 
ing his bead.

THE BASUTO WAR. 


The Land and the People Now in Arms 
Against Great Sritain. 
From the London Telegraph. 

Basutoland may be described as the Wales 
of South Africa. It is a little province fitted 
in at the northeast corner of Cape Colony, be- 
tween the Orange Free State, the Cape Colonv 
and Natal. It is about 150 miles long by 50 
broad, its length running parallel to the 
Orapge Free State, or, roughly speaking, 
nearly parallel at some distance inland wich 
the coust line. Some of its table lands are 
nearly 5,000 feet above the sea, while its lofti- 
est mountain is credited with a height of 10,- 
(60 feet. The cold throughout the whole of 
Basutoland is very severe in the months of 
June, July, August, and even September. 
Ore of the wings of the Cave Mounted Rifles 
marching up from Kokstad,ia Griquaiand 
East, to Mascru, the chief station in Basuto- 
land, was delayed some days bya heavy Tall 
ef snow. which blocked the passes and ren- 
dered marching siow and teJious. Though 
Basutoland may be said to be 150 miles by 50 
miles in size, the eustern side of its breadth 
is scarcely inhabited on account ef the--ex- 
treme cold and of the inaccessible chafacter 
of the mountains. The most thickly popu- 
lated districts of the little country extend 
pearly along its whole lengtb, but are of a 
breadth of about thirty miles only—the thirty 
miles to the northwest—and lying next tothe 
Gange Free State. It is from the Free State, 
then, that Basutoland can be most easily en- 
tered, and its chief stations, which lie within 
afew hours of the Free State border, most 
safely and easily reached. There are other 
routes from the south, but they pregent great 
difficulties tothe march of troops, aad are 
oper to grave objections froma military point 
of view. 

The Basutos are mostly remnants of tribes 
who were driven before the Kaffirs. Early in 
the centur) they took refuge in the meuntain 
fastnesses Of Basutoland to escape the pitiless 
soldiery of the Zulu conqueror, Chaka. It 
was onthe steep and rocky hill of Thaba 
Bosigo that Moshesh, the first paramount 
chief of the Basutos, rallied the starved and 
desperate men of the different clans of his 
race, made a successful stand against the 
Zulus, and laid the foundation of the Basu o 
nation. To speak of the Basutos as equal or 
nearly equal to the Zulus in fighting qualities 
(ssis sometimes done)is a mistake. The 
Basutos lack the discipline, the reckless 
bravery and the taste for fighting possessed 
by the Zulu soldiers. The Basutos have no 
militaay organization. merely turning out or 
being turned ont by their cniefs for fighting 
by tribes or clans. They are net soldiers like 
the Zuius were before the Zulu army was 
breken up, but are merely hardy mountain- 
eers. Unlike the Zulus, the Basutos tight, as 
u rule, mounted, possessing hardy and active 
pubies. Which make light tae difficulties of 
the mountain tracks of their country. Almost 
all the Basutos bave taken to clothing, partly 
from their progress in civilization, partly 
from therevere climate of their land. The 
wililtery trait t. be remarked in the Basutos 
is treir aptiiude for fortitying or enschoncing 
them:elves, and the intelligence with which 
they :trengthenjsny position they may desire 
1% bold. Indeed, the colonists’ chief difticul- 
iies will probably commence when the 
Basutos, worsted in tbe open, betake them- 
selves to their mountain strongholds. Thaba 
Bosigo, the stronghold now held by the chief 
Masupha, isa good example of a Basuto 
pore It is an isolated alll about four 

uudred feet higi, with a flat or table top 
end with sides scraped away by natural 
causes. The table is only accessibie by three 
or four paths. Some of these paths are said 
to have been rendered inaccessible, others 
to be barred by lives of schanzes, or stone 
barricades, loopholed and possessing flanking 
defense. On the mountaiaare good pasture to 
graze the cattle, plenty of water, aud stores 
of grain and ammunition.

skillful that an unparalleled furore occurred, 
The receipts the first night were $14,000, all 
of which was devoted to charity. The publie 
was thus led to viewJenny Lind as an angel 
of mercy, and attendance at her concerts be- 
came a deed of pious beneficence. The sales 
were at auction, and the first ticket was run 
up to $214 by Genin, the fashionable hatter, 
who found it a capital advertisement. 

Jenny Lind’s popularity never abated. The 
gross receipts of ninety- three concerts, given 
in the leading cities of the Union. were three- 
quarters ofamillion, and Barnum’s share 
was not less than $100,000. The famous vo- 
calist, however, became dissatisfied with her 
manager and seyered her engagement, pay- 
ing a large sum for this privilege. She gave 
a number of concerts under otner manage- 
ment, but it was found that Barnum/’s skill 
was indispensable to first-class success. Tne 
caree? of Jenny Lind in this country termin- 
ated in ber marriage with Otto Goldsmidt, a 


young pianist who accompanied her during, 
On their return she retired from 


ber tour. 
the stage, and is now livingin England. Oa 
the sixth of this month she entered her six- 
tieth year. Alas! how time flies, and instead 
ofthe charming and youthful Jenny Liad 
there is pow the thoughtful mother. It need 
hardly be added that her private character 
was never sullied even by a whisper, and in 
this point what a contrast between 
Jenny Lind and Sarah Bernhardt!

Here 
be was stuck and the case seemed hopeless, 
when he bappened to meet Rev. Abel C.Thom- 
at, the well-known Universalist preacher,with 
whom be had long been acquainted. He 
mentioned his great chance of success and 
also the difficulty which embarrassed him, 
and to his great surprise the preacher replied,

NEW YORK. 

People will perhaps be better able to un- 
derstand the first returns from New York 
if they will bear in mind the fellowing in- 
teresting facts: 

The total vote will probably be about 
1,200,000. Four years ago it was over a 
million. Mr. Tilden’s majority then was 
about 33,000. A change of one out of 
every hundred voters would be equal to 
24,000 votes. A change of one and a half 
per cent would wipe out the Democratic 
majority of 76. 

The hope for Democratic success is 
based altogether on the enormous majori- 
ities given by the cities of New York and 
Brooklyn and the large increase of new | 
voters. In 1876Mr. Tilden’s majority in 
New York City was 54,000, and ia Brook- 
lyn 18,500, together 72,500. The increase 
of new voters since 76 is fully 50,000 in 
these two cities. This, according to the 
ratio of 76, should add at least 14,000 to 
the Democratic majority of 76, making it 
in all about 86,000. If the Democrats 
lose 10,000 votes on the tariff issue 
they would still have 76,000 majority in 
these two cities. The only question, 
therefore, is, will the Republican majority 
in the interior of the State be larger than 
76,000 ? 

The Republicans claim from 80,000 to 
105,000. 

"This would be an extraordinary and ut- 
terly unprecedented gain. In 1876 the Re- 
publicans had about 36,000, and even last 
year only 64,000 majority with which to 
overcome the vote of the cities. 

The Democratic majorities in New York 
and Brooklyn cannot possibly be less than 
75,000. Whichever party carries the State 
will not have more than 10,000 to 15,000 
majority. All the blowing about 40,000 
majority seemsabsurd. The election will 
be very close.

Graphic Description of the Riots ia Denver, 
Colorado. 


American Union Special. 

DENVER, COL., November 2.—Nothing defi- 
nite could be learned of the riot until the 
streets had been cleared of tne mob. Just be- 
fore the hour of going to press the particulars 
are as follows: Three Chinamen 
were playing pool in John’s 
Place, a saloon in Chinatown, when four 
strangers entered, two of whom were after - 
wards recognized asthe leaders of the riot, 


and interfered with the game. The China 
men. to avoid a row, lett by a back door, and 
were followed by the other party into the yard. 
Another Ohinaman appeared at a window, 
when one of the roughs struck him in the face. 
The Chinaman drew a caseknife and struck 
the stranger on the head and also cut him in 
the neck. This was a signal for a general 
outbreak on both sides. In less than ten min- 
utes all Chinatown turned out. A large 
crowd had collected in tront. 
Shote were fired, police whistles blown, ana 
the war cry was, Down with the d—d 
heathen! A s the crowd increased an alarm 
was turne.ion from the fire box, add the whole 
department responded promptly. Wiid | 
rumors of Several firemen being 
killed increased the crowd to near 
4,000 people, when a united 
rush was made for the opium dens, about ten 
brick buildings standing in a row. Every con- 
ceivable missile that could be found was fired 
through the windows. The doors and blinds 
were torn off and the police were foreed 
away,when the mob rushed through the doors 
and windows and the whole houses were com- 
pletely gutted and ruined. This 
programme was carried out only 
two Chinese houses in the whole 
city escaping the mob, one being overlooked 
and the other saved bythe brave Jim Moor, 
a noted gambler, who two weeks ago, when 
the police attempted to arrest him, kept the 
Chief of Police and fiye officers at bay with a 
cocked revoiver while he escapedin a hack. 
Moor took a position on the step, 
and with two cocked revolvers kept the 
crowd back untilthe frightened inmates had 
escaped the back way. Several Chinamen who 
were hunted out of the cellars, where they 
had fled, attempted, with the help of 
the police and firemen, to reach the American 
house. The police fought w tye | bravely 
through thé mob, but not until the Chinamen 
had been pounded with clubs and stones and 
nearly killed. Then a break was made for the 
hotel, where about a dozen fugitives had taken 
refuge, and a demand made for 
their delivery, with cries of Burn 
the hotel.’’ Down with the d—d 
heathen! Kill them all!“ A desperate resist- 
ance was mude, and finally the mob made for 
Sing Lee’s laundry, on Lawrence street. The 
inmates were at work, unconscious of the 
danger, when the leaders rushed in and cut 
Lee’s queue off and placed a rope around his 
neck. He was dragg+d through the streets by 
part of the mob, while the rest completely de- 
stroyed the house. He escaped at Arapahoe, 
but was recaptured and about to be hung to a 
lamp-post, when he was struck over the head 
with a board and killed. Anotber Chinaman was 
dragged through the streets over two hundred 
feet with a rope around his neck, when he was 
with difficulty rescued by the police. Others 
were brutally mutilated. Forty of the rioters 
are in the county jail, and about one hundred 
Chinese are in the city jail tor protection, 
and many have fied. Over 500 warrants were 
issued to-day tor the arrest of those implicat- 
ed in the riot, charging them with murder. 
They will be arrested as fast as they are seen. 
The Chinese war is virtually ended, but it 1s 
feared it has taken a politicalturn. Defensive 
3 are being made to guard tue 
polis.
